A Judge of Election Person- 
ated in the Third Ward. 


His Name Signed by Somebody to 
the Returns of Precinct No. 28. 


A Crime That Demands the Attention of 
the Police— The Victim’s Sworn State- 
ment—His Brother-in-Law’s Corroborative 
Testimony—A Resume of the Case — The 
Demand for the Ballot-Boxes — Fraud 
Still Enthroned in the Community. 


The Post-DISPATCH has thus far shown un- 
mistakably and incontrovertibly that the 
May orality election of last April was attended 
by gigantic frauds, and that the men who 
manipulated the ballots to produce a certain 
result stooped to the lowest, meanest and 
most dispicable methods to secure success. 

Nearly five hundred fraudulent ballots have 
in thelast ten days been described in these 
columns, and though there has been much 
talk in certain directions of disproving the 
assertions here made, not a particle ot proof 
has been adduced to show that any one of 
these ballots was not a fraud. 

The dead who voted have not been in to 
„g the editor“ yet, and the absentees whose 
spirits floated upto the polls and exercised 
their right of suffrage have not returned to 
explain their startling actions. 

The testimony written against those grana- 
ries of ghosts and goblins, Ed. O’Brien’s 
boarding-house at 808 South Main and Morris- 
sey’s hashery at 632 South Broadway, stands 
faintly threatened, but still unimpeached. 

The achievement in Tom Cleary’s block, on 
Twenty-second street, between Dickson and 
Cass avenue, where dragon’s teeth were 
wildly sown and a lively harvest of repeaters 
was reaped, has not been assailed. 

There has been no denial of the statement 
made by Mr. Thomas E. Tutt thathe did not 
vote on April 7, though there is a ballot for 
him in the box of Precinct No. 112. 

Nobody has yet tried to explain how Mr. 
Western Bascom’s vote got into thejsame box 
and its owner down in Mobile, Ala., on elec- 
tion day. 

Secretary of State McGrath’s vote cast by an 
imposter has not been even excused, 

The dead men who votedinthe Fourth, 
Tenth and Twelfth Wards, as has been shown, 
have been allowed to sleep. 

The double and triple votes cast in the 
names of myths still remain dejected and re- 
proachful conundrums. 

Every fraud exposed by this paper has re- 
sisted the blandishments of affidavit-getters 
and vote-producers to win them from the 
mass of damning testimony that has been 
placed where the public could see and 
digest it. 

Mike Burke’s connection with the miserable 
tricks put upon honest voters in the Fourth 
Ward has not been denied, though there has 
been much blushing in this connection. 

Altogether the people, who are decent 
enough to respect honesty when they meet it 
and who are intelligent enough to detect 
crookedness where it exists, have been forced 
to the conviction that the Mayoralty election 
brought the greatest outrage tothe honest 
voter that hasever been known in this com- 
munity. 

Almost 500 fraudulent votes in four Wards 
make too much testimony to disbelieve all at 
once. 

Somebody got the benefit of these votes. 

Who? Ah, there’s where the nigger betakes 
himself to the innermost recesses of the wood- 
pile; there’s where the interest in this thing 
begins, and there’s where it leaves oft. 

We know that frauds exist, but they won't 
let us locate the responsibility. 

They won't open the ballot-boxes. 

They say they will burn the City Hall first! 

Let them burn it; they can never burn out 
the conviction that fraud triumphed in the 

last election, and that the defeat of the honest 
vote atthis moment means the crowning of 
fraud forever in St. Louis. 

It means that we will have more elections of 
the kind held here on April 7, 1885. 

It means that not only will the 24 and 7th 
Precincts of the First Ward, the 19th of the 
Second, the 50th of the Fourth, the 112th of the 
Tenth and the Both and l3lst of the Twelfth 
Wards reek with corruption and fraud, but all 
the other precincts of the city will keep them 
company. 

It means that there will be more Mike 
Burkes to stifie honest expression of the 
people's will by ballot. | 

It means that not only willthe community’s 
vote be at the mercy ofthese proscribers and 
ballot-box stuffers, but that the community 
itself will be owned and run by them, for 
every Mike Burke will have to get an office, 
and every Mike’s accomplices must also be 
provided for. 

The outlook is not very bright, is it? 

All along up to this point I have dealt only 
with fraudulent ballots, the proof of which, 
so they say, is worthless without the ballot- 
boxes. 

To-day Ioffer proof of another kind—of a 
crime which should have had the attention of 
the police long ago. 

Possibly itis not the only case of the sort 
that occurred at the last election, for much. 
that is surprising has deen held back and will 
be developed only in the courts. 


There are small merchants, grocers, 


butchers, and bakers in certain neighborhoods | 


who promise to make astounding revelations 
should the oontest ever reach adjudication, 
but who are unwilling to sacrifice their busi- 
ness and themselves now, when it is likely 
their testimony would only go whistling-down 
the winds. 


But the crime. Here itis: 


At the Presidential election in November, 
1884, the precinct gave Cleveland 26 votes and

The Judges of Election appointed by the 
Recorder of Voters were John Kennedy, Henry 
Meyer, Fred Kirchner and stephen Hearty; 
the Clerks, James Casey and Henry Schlobohm. 

Meyer, Kirchner and schlobohm did not 
serve, 

Among the frauds revealed bythe poll-book 
were these two: 

James McMullen was voted from 1120 South 
Second, notwithstanding the fact that he had 
been dead two years. 

Wm. James Barker was voted from 123 Con- 
vent street, where he had not been for six- 
teen years. 

The returns were signed by Henry Meyer, 

Stephen Hearty and John Kennedy, Judges; 
and James Casey and J. E. Godfrey, Clerks. 
The oath was signed by John Kennedy, Henry 
Meyer, Michael Grimes, Stephen Hearty, Jas. 
Oasey and J. E. Godtrey; the pay-roll in the 
City Treasurer’s office was also signed by 
these six, 
Michael Grimes is not and was not regis- 
tered in the precinct, and therefore could not 
actasa Judge. He seems to have been se- 
lected in Kirchner’s place, though no certifi- 
cate of election is on file. Neither is there any 
certificate of J. E. Godfrey’s election instead 
of Schlobohm. 

But all these may be excusable errors or in- 
formalities, and we will pass over them. 

The crime of that day, which the ballot- 
boxes cannot conceal, was the forgery of an 
appointed Judge’s name. 

Henry Meyer’s name is signed to the oath of 
office, to the returns and to the pay-roll. 

Each of these signatures is a FORGERY. 

Read Mr. Meyer’s sworn statement: 

On April 7,1885, I resided at 1126 South Second 
street and was aregistered voter in Precinct 
No. 28, Third Ward. A few days before the 

oralty election which was held April 7, 

„I received a notice in the usual form from 
the Recorder of Voters, notifying me that I 
had been appointed a Judge of Election in Pre- 
cinct No. 28, Third Ward, for the election to be 
held on 1 7. Finding that I could not serve 
I handed the notice to Mr. J. B. Taylor askin 
him to return it to the Recorder of Voters with 
my exouse for declining to serve. Mr. Taylor 
took the notice and d he would send it to 
the City Hall by a policeman. Later 
he told me he had sent the notice to the City 
Hall, and afterward said, once, that he did not 
know what he had done with it. I did not 
qualify or serve as Judge of Election in Pre- 
cinct 28 on April 7, 1885; neither did I author- 
ize or request anybody to act in my place. 
did not sign the returns for said precinct at 
that election, nor did 1 authorize anybody to 
d them fox me. (Signed) HENRY MEYER,

Tsaw and questioned Mr. Meyer, who said 
he was at work in his brother-in-law’s saloon 
all election day. 

His brother-in-law, Henry Schlobohm, who 
was appointed as a clerk, but could not serve 
on account of sickness. 

Meyer had on the same account to look after 
the saloon, which he says he did. 5 

Hs is the only Henry Meyer registered in the 
predinct, consequently the only Henry Meyer 
who could have voted. 

I qnestioned Schil®bohm, whose saloon is at 
1126 South Second, and he corroberated the 
8 ent that Mr. Meyer did not discharge 

ties ot a Judge of Election that day. 

Mr. Taylor as late as last Monday, so Meyer 
told me, could not remember what disposition 
he had made of the documents Meyer gave 
him to return to the City Hall. 

Can there be any doubt of this fraud? 

Mr. Meyer's sworn statement is that he did 
not serve as Judge and his brother-in-law says 
the same thing. 

Who,then, personated Henry Meyer at that 
poll and who forged his name three separate 
times tothe oath to the returns and on the 
pay roll? 

Forgery is a crime and the police are paid 
to hunt down criminals. 

Will they hunt down this one? 

Or will this crime be allowed to go uninves- 
tigated with the other outrages that were per- 
petrated the same day? 

It seems strange that there should be such 
fierce antagonism to justice in this case; that 
there should be fear on anybody’s part to have 
the facts iaid before the public. 

It is curious thatthe whole history of this 
discussion presents but one attitude all 
through and that is the attitude which the de- 
fendants have assumed of preventing an in- 
vestigation. 

They don’t want the facts made known. 

When the case first began some time ago a 
demand was made for the poll-books. The 
demand created some excitement, but was 
subsequently carefully weighed. A caucus of 
the newly elected officials was, it was said, 
held in the Mayor’s office, and after long de- 
liberation the answer went forth to the con- 
testants that they couldn't have the poll- 
books. 

The Supreme Court was appealed to, and 
when the Judges were advised of the nature of 
a poll-book it decided in the contestant’s 
favor. 

They got the poll-books, which are the real 
history of the election, and from their pages 
read the fraudsthat have been described in 
these columns, 

Subsequent proceeding resulted in a decision 
dy the Supreme Court which, in effect, de- 
clared the inapplicability to the present case 
of the statutory remedy provided by the Con- 
stitution of 78, because by an oversight the 
lawmakers had not included St. Louis in that 
law. 

Then quo warranto was sought, the method 
of contesting elections before 1875, and the 
decision of the court is now awaited anx- 
iously. 

What Contestant Ewing wants is the open- 
ing of the ballot-boxes. 

He alleges and describes multitudinous 
frauds, and charges them against the other 
side; the other side smiles and says nothing. 

There the controversy promises to end.

JUDGE-BARCLAY DENIES THE MOTION TO 
. INSPECT THE BALLOTS, 


1 


Decision To-Day in the Mayoralty Contest 
The Remedy Cannot Be Reached by Quo 
Warranto Proceeding—Construction of the 
Statutes—The Opinion in Full. 


Judge Barclay this morning in Court No. 8 
Handed down a decision on the motion entered 
in the Ewing-Francis Mayoralty contest for an 
inspection of the ballots. The Court denies 
the motion, and the relator will now probably 
take steps for presenting his case in the Su- 
preme Court. The decision is as follows: 


THE DECISION. 

This is a proceeding by information in the 
nature ot a quo warranto. The relator moves 
for an order permitting the inspection of the 
ballots cast at the municipal election of 1885. 
The question presented is whether such order 
can be made in such & case 
under the Constitution and laws 
how in force. The Constitution of 1875 pro- 
vides that all elections by the 7 shall be 
by ballot, but adds, that in all cases of con- 
tested elections the ballots cast may be 
counted, compared with the list of voters and 
examined under such sateguards and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by law. Art. 8 sec. 
3, a later section of the same article, adds 
that the General Assembly shall by general law 

DESIGNATE THE COURT 
or judge by whom the several classes of elec- 
tion contests shall be tried and regulate the 
manner of trial and all matters incident 
thereto, The former Constitution, 1865, 
merely provided that all elections of 
the people should be by ballot. 
The present one adds the ve 
important uirement that every ballot voted 
shall be numbered in the order in which it 
shall be received and the number recorded by 
the election officers on the list of voters oppo- 
site the name of the voter who presents the 
ballot. By this — every voter’s ballot is 
positively identified. Hence the necessity of 
appropriate . to regulate the exami- 
nation of such ballots so that the rignt of the 
great mass of honest voters to that desirable 
secrecy in the expression of their free choice 
which the ballot is intended to secure may 
not be impaired, while ballots shown to have 
fraudulently cast may be r 
rejected and the true result declared. 
Accordingly, the Constitution of 1875 required 
safeguards and regulations for the exami- 
nation of ballots to be prescribed dy sub- 
sequent legislation, and limited such exami- 
nation to cases of contested elections. In pur- 
suance of this mandate the Legislature has 
passed a statute, act of 1883 . &, 
concerning the examination of ballots 
in cases of contested elections, which 
The relator claims will authorize the order 
now asked. This statute 
SANCTIONS AN ORDER 

to inspect ballots — any court before which 
any contested election may be pending. It 
twice mentions the contestor and contestee as 

arties, and refers to the electiog for the office 
n contest, It must be remembered that since 
4 vexy — date in Missouri 
in proceeding called an election contest has 
been known to the law and tothe people asa 
statutory summary proceeding by whieh the 
conflictihe rights of rival claimants to an 
office were adjudicated. It is mentioned ex- 
pressly inthe Constitutions of 1820 Art, 4, 
sec. 20 and Sec.25 and of 1865, Art. 
Secs: 18, 19 and 44. as well as 
in the present one, 1875, Art. 8. Secs. 3 and 19. 
It was this statutory proceeding which the 
Legislature evidently intended to provide for 
by the statute of 1883, above mentioned. The 
proceeding by quo warranto undoubtedly con-

resent instance, whatever may be 

hought of uo warranto as a 
possible mode of contesting an election 
the language of the act of 1 plainly shows 
that it is not the kind of election contest there 
referred to and intended to be regulated. This 
conclusion is reached without considering the 
exact limits of relief at present admissible ina 
proceeding in the nature of a quo war- 
ranto. The later cases on that point 
decide that in a case like this 
where the relator holds no adverse commis- 
sion to the office a judgment of ouster of the 
respondent would merely 

CREATE A VACANCY 
without authorizing the relator to enter the 
office—S3 Mo., 97; 56 Mo., 107: Rev. Stat. Sec. 
8790—or es his right to do 
so. This very efect of quo war- 
ranto may- have suggested the statutory 
proceeding of election contest whereby the 
whole meritsof the controversy can be de- 
termined in one summary action, the true re- 
sult declared and the proper incumbent for 
the office indicated. The fact that in the pres- 
ent instance tne relator cannot avail himself 
of the statutory proceeding of election 
contest does not warrant the 
court in extending the statute applicable to 
such contests alone to a different . 
such as that at bar, not mentioned in or con- 
templated by that statute. From these views 
it follows that the motion should be denied, 
and it is so ordered. 
MUST PLEAD IN TWO DAYS. 

The motion of the respondent, Francis, to 
strike out parts of the information is over- 
ruled, and he is required to plead further in 
two days.

CRIMES OF A GREAT CITY. 


The Sad Story of a Pretty German Girl Mar 
ried to a Human Fiend. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-DRrarcn. 

NEW YORK, February 24.—An order to show 
cause why August Zeseniez should not be pun 
ished for contempt of court, is made return- 
able in the Supreme Court of Kings County on 
Saturday next. He figures alsoas defendant 
in a suit for limited divorce, and it is for the 
non-payment of $150 counsel fees and $40 
monthly alimony that he is at present in con- 
tempt. The petition used in the alimony pro- 
ceedings, as well as the complaint in the 
action for divorce, reveal a state of affairs 
fortunately rare. 

Injthe spring, of 1873 a plump, red-cheeked, 
pretty German girl landed at Castle Garden. 
She was unable to speak a word of any lan- 
guage but her own, and had notafriend or 
acquaintance in America. After a quest of a 
few days she procured a situation as a domestic 
servant in New York City. Here she soon 
made friends, and among her new acquaint- 
ances was another girl, also employed as a 
domestic servant. One day the emigrant girl 
confided to her new friend the fact that on the 
death of a relative in Germany she would in- 
herit a fortune of $1,000, and the two became 
more intimate. Before the girl had been 
in her situation many months her new 


friend began to refer to a nice young man in 
the back ground. The nice young man was in- 
troduced and appeared to be deeply smitten 
with the charms of Amelia and made very 
rapid love to her. He gave his name as August 


to Amelia, with all the benefits that might 
accrue from the ownership of an unpronounce- 
able name. The offer of marriage was accepted 
and on December 16 following her arrival 
here, August and Amelia were married in the 
Mayor’s office in New York, by the then Mayor 
Havemeyer. There was, however, a nuptial 
agreement between August and Amelia, 
by which the latter undertook to 
wor as a waltress for $ weekly, 
until ‘‘things were settled’’ after they were 
married. The marriage was solemnized at 3 
p. m. and at 4p. m. the wife found her honey- 
moon over and she was conducted by her hus- 
band into what proved to be a year’s impris- 
onment in a disreputable house, No. 5 Green 
Street, New York, kept by a woman named 
Meyer. The girl had not been longin the place 
before she was ordered to attire herself in 
suitable costume, consisting ofa tunic which 
revealed more of her shoulders that is custom- 
ary, no sleeves,and skirts which barely reached 
down to her knees. 
SHE PROTESTED, 

but acecepted the assurances of her husband 
that that was the customary dress ofa waitress 
in this country. While she was objecting her 
own clothes were removed and with them her 
husband left her. That wasthe last she saw 
of him until she visited him on Blackwell’s 
Island, where he was imprisoned for a crim- 
inal assault on a girl 14 years of age. During 
her year’s residence in this den she was only 
allowed to go out once or twice and then to 
Blackwell’s Island in custody of one of the 
men in the house. Ina year Amelia escaped 
with a small sum of money in her possession. 
She afterwards learned that Zeseniez was 
known as Schmidt, or Smith, and was the pro- 
prietor of the ‘‘Magnolia Hotel’’ and ‘‘club- 
room’’ or the ‘‘Red Light’’ at Coney Island, 
and was living with another woman as his 
wife. Calling on him on one occasion at a dis- 
reputable house he kept in Hester street, she 
demanded a reparation. She was n ter- 
ribly and Smith was arrested, but Amelia 
was induced not to prosecute him, and he es- 
caped punishment. A few weeks ago a styl- 
ishly dressed woman, with some traces 
of beauty remaining in her face 
called on Counsellor Thorne in the Garfield 
building, Brooklyn, to retain him to recover 
$1,000 on a promissary note signed by Zeseniez 
who now conducts a place in Hester street and 

asses for the husband of the daughter of 
Yharles Boez, proprietor of the ilroad 
Hotel, Fifth avenue, between Twenty-sixth 
and Twenty-seventh streets, this city. The 
woman who called on Mr. Thorne had shortly 
before received note from 
Schmidt as p considera- 
tion for the separation from bim. 
The note he never honored. During the nar- 
ration of her story, the details of Amelia’s 
ruin were divulged, and Mr. Thorne at once 
investigated the affair and found the facts to be 
as stated. Mrs. Zeseniez or Schmidt, then re- 
tained Mr Thorne to commence a divorce pro- 
ceeding for her and the complaint was served 
on Schmidt. In a conversation with the party 
who served the complaint on him, he alleges, 
Schmidt or some person of authority in the 
house, offered to pay so much a head for vic- 
tims brought there. Mrs. Schmidt is yeta 
handsome woman, but her life is ruined, 
although the truth has been concealed from 
her relatives and friends in Germany.

LONDON, February . —A leafiet is circulating 
here to-day called The Coercion of Greece, 
addressed to the people of Great Britain and 
Ireland, issued by The Central Committee of 
the Brotherhood of Peoples, in compliance 
with the Greek section.’’ It says: 
„At this moment the powerful agency 
of England is at the beck and call of that 
enemy of freedom, Prince Bismarck, who is 
employed in the shameful task of coercing 
Greece to the will of Europe, or, in plain lan- 
guage, to the dictates of the other five des- 
postic organizations which pretend to hold 
the destinies of the European people in their 
hands.

On the 0th of this month the St. Louis Gas 
Company rendered to consumers in the dis- 
trict south of Clark avenue and running to the 
Manchester road statements of the number of 
feet of gas used from the löth of 
January to the 15th of February, accompanied 
bya bill for the same. The proprietors of the 
various theaters always receive their bilis 
weekly. A great deal of dissatisfaction has 
been expressed at the size of these bills, under 
the impression that the reduction in the price 
of gas On February 1, of $1 per thousand feet, 
would result in a very material decrease in the 
monthly statement, which, it appers, has not 
been the case in a number of instances. It 
seems from the experience of prominent busi- 
ness men and the 8 and manngers ot 
several theaters that the reduction in price 
has not benefited the consumers to any great 
extent, forthe reason that according to the 
company’s readings of their gas meters 


amount of gas consumed, although the con- 
sumers themselves are confident that they 
have actually used less gas during the cur- 
rent month than in the month previous. 

The management of the Olympic and 

Grand Opera - house theaters in- 
formed a Post- DISPATCH reporter that the re- 
duction in the price of gas had not resulted in 
a corresponding reduction in the amount of 
their weekly gas bills. Mr. Pat Short stated 
that he had Rgured out the problem and found 
the reduction in the bills for February should 
be about two-fifths from the bills for January, 
Last month the cost of the gas consumed in 
the Olympic Theater averaged $100 per week. 
According to Mr. Short’s figures, that should 
be a reduction of $0 per week on their 
month's bills, instead of which the bills 
for the past few weeks have averaged 
in the neighborhood of $80. Tne theory of the 
management is that the pressure on their 
meters has been increased, thereby causing 
more gas to escape from the burners than can 
be used. 
At the Grand Opera House, electric lightis 
used almost exclusively, the gas bills being 
very small, not avering over $9 or $10 per 
week. The reduction under the new price 
should be about A per month, instead of which 
it is about $1, 

At the People’s Theater Mr. W. C. Mitchell 
stated that the decrease in the amount of his 
bills since February I was not R 
to the reduction in the price o us, and he 
was confident that he was being charged for 
more gas than he actually consumed. 

Mr. Harry Lewis, manager of the Southern 
Hotel, had not received his gas-bill for the 
current month, but he was of the opinion that 
the intention ofthe gas — to discon- 
tinue the practice of allowing a percentage 
off on all bills for cash payment would 
work a great hardship to large consumers. 
He claimed that if he burned inthe 22 
hood of $200 worth of gas in one week he was 
entitled to more consideration at the hands of 
the Company than aman who used $5 worth 
in the same time. Under the old rule large 
consumers received a discount of 10 per cent, 
and he thinks they should receive it again. 

THE GAS COMPANY'S EXPLANATION. 
At the office of the St. Louis Gas Company 
the complaints of consumers and their state- 
ments Were characterized as absurd on their 


face.’’ Theidea that the presure upon the 
metres had been increase was ridiculed 
as being very improbable. It was

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 2.—The re- 
port of the minority members of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee on the Garland letter is 
almost ready. Senator Pugh’s intention now 
is to offer the report on Friday morning. The 
minority have until Monday, but they are de- 
sirous of getting the document printed and 
into the hands of members before that time. 


The minority report wlil be even longer than 


that ofthe majority, which itself contained 
over 600 words. The minority, in this report, 
will cite the precedents of the Senate, 
instancing every discussion on the sub- 
ject of Presidential prerogatives from 1789 


to the present day. Wherever reference is 
made to a discussion of this kind, so much of 
it as appears to apply directly to the case in 
hand will be given verbatim. Particular at- 
tention will be paid to the discussion in the 
Senate in 1880, when Senators Sherman and 
Morton took the ground that the Senate was 
not entitled to the information which the Re- 
publican Senators now demand.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 244.—The House

several amendments. The bill originally 
provided for a test with a 3,000 


ton ship. The amendment makes the original 
test 8,000 tons with a 4,000-ton test twelve 
months afterward. The original bill pro- 
vided that according to the terms of the Mexi- 
can concession all tolls should be paid in gold, 
except those on Mexican ships, which should 
be paid in Mexican silver dollars, worth about 


82 cents in our money. The amended 
bill makes all tajis payable in 
United States money,” except those on 


Mexican. ships. The original bill provided that 
50 per cent of the gross earnings should be 
considered the net earnings. The amendment 
makes 50 per cent the minimum, but leaves 
room for proof of the actual earnings 
U this can be ascertained. The original bill 
provided for the carriage of Mexican ships of 


war free. A8 amended the bill 
provides that United States vessels of 
war shall be carried for seventy-five 


per cent of the tolls charged other nations, 
excepting Mexico. There is a provision in the 
Mexican grant that no vessels of war shall be 
transported except by permission of the Mexi- 
can Congress. It had been supposed that

EQUALIZATION, 

Gov. MARMADUKE, Auditor WALKER, 
Treasurer SEIBERT, Secretary MCGRATH 
and Attorney-General BOONE meet at 
Jefferson City to-day as a State 
Board of Equalization. Sec. 18, Art. X, 
of the State Constitution says: The duty 
of said board shall be to adjust and 
equalize the valuation of real and personal 
property among the several counties of 
the State, and it shall perform such other 
duties as are or may be prescribed 
by law.’’ 

The other duties imposed by law on the 
board appertain chiefly to the discharge 
of the duty of equalizing the valuation of 
real and personal property among the 
several counties of the State. 

Sec. 6666, Revised Statutes, makes it 
the duty of the board to send for persons 
and papers and ‘‘to take all evidence it 
may deem necessary to ascertain the value 
of property in the different counties of the 
State.“ 

Sec. 6667 makes it the duty of each 
member of the board to ‘‘take an oath or 
affirmation that he will, to the best of his 
ability, equalize the valuation of real and 
personal property among the several 
counties of the State.“ 

The service for which the board is 
created, the duty imposed on it by law 
and which itis sworn to perform, is to 
equalize the valuation of property among 
the counties of the State, according to 
the specific directions laid down in Sec. 
6668, in the following manner, to wit:” 

First, they shall add to the valuation of the 
property, real or personal, in each county 
which they believe is valued below its true 
value in money, such percentum in each case 
as will raise it to its true value; second, they 
shall deduct from the valuation of the prop- 
erty, real or personal, of each county which 
they believe to be valued above its real value 
in money, such percentage as will reduce the 
same in each case to its true value. 

Nothing could be more explicit. It is 
so plain that he who runs may read it, and 
the wayfaring man, though a fool, can 
not err therein. After studying the ab- 
stracts of taxable property and of sales 
asreturned to the Auditor by local offi- 
cials, the board must send for persons and 
papers, and take all the evidence neces- 
sary to ascertain ‘‘the true value in 
money’’ of the taxable property in the 
different counties, and adjust each coun- 
ty’s assessment accordingly. Where the 
valuation of the local Assessors is below 
its true value in money,’’ the board 
must raise the assessment to a true valua- 
tion, and where the assessment is above the 
true valuation, the board must reduce it 
to a true valuation. That is all there is of 
it, and if the board does not meet to do 
that, it meets to shirk its sworn duty and 
to violate the law. 

And yet one member, Secretary Mc- 
GRATH, has recently told the public that 
the board has never performed or at- 
tempted to perform this duty, and has no 
Idea of meddling at all with the local as- 
sessments, either to reduce overvalua- 
tions, to raise undervaluations, or to 
equalize the valuations among the several 
counties according to some fixed per- 
centage of the true values. According to 
Secretary MoGratn’s deliberate state- 
ment, the board has met heretofore and 
proposes to meet hereafter, not to equal- 


12e Valuations among the different coun- 


ties as the law directs, but to legalize un- 
equal Valuations, contrary to law and 
their sworn duty. 

In the name of law and justice, let the 
board for once turn over a new leaf and 
make an effort to ‘‘equalize valuations 
among the different counties.’’ That is 
to say, let it at least cease to legalize as- 
sessments that are only B per cent of the 
true value in some counties, while legaliz- 
ing in other counties assessments that are 
40, 50, 75 or 100 per cent of the true 
values. If some counties are taxed ona 
valuation of only % or 50 per cent, a great 


wrong is done to all the counties that are 


taxed at a higher valuation. An act of 
the Legislature imposing such unequal

tive officers contrary to law, no language 
can exaggerate the enormity of such a 
flagitious breach of trust. 

If the same standard of valuation were 
applied to St. Louis and to all the counties 
in the State, all brought up or brought 
down to say even two-thirds of the true 
value, the aggregate assessment would 
exceed 9900, 000, 000, and the revenue tax 
and interest tax together would then not 
exceed 26 cents on the $100 of valuation. 
As it is, a rate of 40 cents on the $100 and 
the utter failure of the board to do its 
duty, gouge more than twice their propor- 
tionate share of State taxes from St. Louis 
and other cities and counties whose local 
debts and expenditures compel them to 
return a high assessment. 


PROTECTING FELONS. 

The revelations published in the Post- 
DisPaTcH to date have satisfied the people 
of St. Louis that their last municipal elec- 
tion was a startling aggregation of felo- 
nies. There have been specified from the 
poll-books and registration lists, by name, 
residence and number of ballot, hundreds 
of cases of fraudulent registration, hun- 
dreds of cases of illegal voting. It has 
been shown that scores of men voted who 
were registered from houses where no such 
men ever lived, or from vacant lots where 
nobody lived. It has been shown that the 
voting lists teem with the names of dead 
men who could not vote, and the names 
of absent citizens who testify that they 
did not vote. It has been shown that the 
record of votes in some precincts which 
went unexpectedly strong for FRANCIs is, 
to any one who knows the people thereof, 
prima facie evidence of fraud. It has 
been shown that in precinct 131, where 
FRANCIS got 82 votes more than CLEVELAND 
received at the Presidential election, 86 of 
the votes recorded are challenged as 
illegal and fraudulent, and that 33 of these 
illegal votes are from the very block in 
which resides Mr. THOMAS CLEARY, whose 
appointment as Poor-house Superintend- 
ent looked bad enough before anything 
was said about election frauds. 

Yet all these are given but as specimens 
of thousands of illegal votes which the 
contestant claims to have conclusive 
proofs of and which he undertakes to 
show were cast and counted for FRANCIS, 
if the courts will open the ballot-boxes 
and inspect the ballots. If these allegae 
tions are true, the opening of the ballot- 
boxes means the exposure and punish- 
ment of hundreds of felonies committed 
by those who cast and those who advised 
or procured the casting of illegal votes, 
and it is only to protect such felons from 
exposure and punishmentthat a judicial 
investigation is warded off. On the other 
hand, if ex-Mayor EWING’s allegations 
were not true or not susceptible of proof, 
how easy it would be to put him down and 
to rase out a rooted and growing scandal 
by simply accepting the test he proposes? 

To see the plotters and perpetrators of 
these felonies rewarded and protected, 
grinning at the proofs of their infamy and 
sneeringly asking the technically 
manicled courts of St. Louis “What 
are you going to do about it?’ is to 
know that the worst is yet to come. 
Without some assurance of the protection 
they are receiving they would not have 
taken the risk of a five years’ termin the 
Penitentiary; nor did they take it merely 
to put Mayor FRANCIs in office or his party 
in power. It was to put themselves in 
power, and from present appearances they 
have now got their hooks so deep in the 
flesh of Mayor FRANCIs and his party that 
no man can tell how long or to what ex- 
tent St. Louis may be at their mercy,

CHINA. 


Li Hung Chang, the Viceroy, Urging the 
Construction of Railroads. 

NEW YorK, February 2%—A Washington 
special says: Mr. Charles Denby, United States 
Minister to China, has sent some interesting 
dispatches to Mr. Bayard, which dealt with 
two questions of vital import to the develop- 


ment and safety of the empire. The first is 
the construction of railroads, which Li Hung 
Chang is urging with all the vigor of his great 
intellect. Theotheris the building of a navy 
to replace the useless — which at present 
tly the imperial flag, and to organize a system 
of coast defense adequate to protect the harbor 
and shores of the country. 

Mr. Denby says: ‘‘I have the honor to state, 
as a matter of interest to a great many persons 
in the United States and as part of the current 
history of China, the position of that empire 
as to the construction of railroads. The most 

rominent man in China to-dayis Li Hung 
‘hang, who is Grand Secretary of the Empire, 
Viceroy of the Province and one of the 
Admiralty Board. His residence is at Tien 
Tsin, but he latelyspent some weeks in Pekin. 
I had the pleasure of meeting him on several 
occasions. Heseems to have great respect 
for foreigners. He has, for some years, been 
in favor of building railroads. He bas hada 
hard fight in China to have his views 
approvea.

By way of parenthesis, I will state 
that a dying official leaves a posthumous 
memorial to the Government. It also happens 
often that after he is dead, some distinguished 
honorary office is conferred upon him by im-

of Li Hung Chang to the capital, and furnished 
hima fine opportunity to press his railroad 
views.

Acting up- 
on this peculiarity, a complete working model 
railroad was procured from the United States. 
It consisted of 100 feet of main track and sid- 
ings, with switches and turn-table, a passenger 
locomotive and tender, mail and haggage cars, 
Pullman parlor and sleeping cars, different 
kinds of freight cars, a full section of seats and 
berths in sleeping cars, etc. The cars were 
five feet iong, and i other parte of 
the model were in equal proportion, and care 
had been taken to make the model through- 
out an exact representation in miniature of 
road, locomotive, cars, etc., in actuel use in 
the United States, complete in the smallest 
detail. The motive power was clockwork. 
This model was exhibited to the Viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, in his yamen at Tien Tsin, in 
September last, and he expressed himself 
much pleased with it, and said he would ex- 
hibit it in Pekin when he went there in Octo- 
ber. On the l6éth of October the model, which 
had been conveyed to Pekin, was again

by his order, aud on the following day the 
Viceroy presented it to Prince Chum, the Em- 
peror’s father. Several native mechanics 
who were able to work the model, went with it 
to the Prince’s palace and worked it success- 
fully in the pleasure grounds of the palace. 
The Prince was — 557 pleased and thanked 
the Viceroy heartily. Two days later the

A DETERMINED STAND TAKEN BY Tn I Feld 


LOCKED-OUT EMPLOYES. 


Mr. McCormick Must Come to Terms-—The 
West Virginia Coal Miners Agitating Better 
Wages and the Eight-Hour System—To- 
Day’s Session of the Miners and Operators 
at Columbus, O.—Labor Notes, 


Cuicaco, February #.—The McCormick 
lock-out assumed anew aspect at the secret 
mass-meeting last night of the employes. 
There were present about 800 employes of the 
reaper factory. The session was a stormy one 
and resulted in the adoption of a series of res- 
olutions of the following purpose: That a 
board be appointed, composed of representa- 
tives of the different trades to which every- 
thing pertaining to a settlement shall be re- 
ferred ; that no proposition will be entertained 
not looking to the reopening of the works with 
union men in all departments; that the Mc- 
Cormick firm sign a guarantee limiting the 
powers of Superintendent Averill in discharg- 
ing men who work in the interest of organized 
labor, and last, as Knights of Labor, molders, 
metal-workers, the men pledge themselves to 
stand together in the consummation of their 
purposes. Theadoption of these resolutions, 
it is feared, does away with hopes 
of an early settlement. The men 
state most emphatically that the 
committee which ealled on Mr. McCormick yes- 
terday did not do so at their request. They 
now say no advances will be made by them to 
the firm and that if Mr. McCormick desires to 
start his works the proposition looking to that 
end must come from him. The presiding offi- 
cer said that on and after to-day the Knights 
of Labor would prevent any cars or stock of 
any description from being taken to or from 
the works, and the claim.was also made that 
the only reason the Knights of Labor Commit- 
tee called on Mr. McCormick yesterday was in 
order to comply with the constitution of the 
order, which compels them to exhaust every 
effort to effect an honorable settlement in 
such cases. Not finding Mr. McCormick, the 
assumption is that they have complied with 
all the requirements, and they now propose to 
declare war. This action gives the locked-out 
members of the Knights a right to call on local 
assemblies, and it is clearly evident that such 
aid will be required at no distant day. To feed 
and clothe the 1,300 men and others affected b 
the lock-out for twelve months will cost, it is 
estimated, not less: than $1,000,000, but they 
say the money will be forthcoming if neces- 
sary. 


The West Virginia Miners, 
CHARLESTON, W. VaA., February 24.—At a 
meeting of the coal-miners of the Kanawha 
and New River district, held at Coalburg, 
the association resolved to ask the 


West Virginia Legislature to enact a 
law to pay wages of workers

The 
association expressed admiration for the Ray- 
mond City miners who have been on a strike 
for eight months. In conversation with sev- 
eral operators relative to the action of the 
miners & was stated that they would 
run their business regardless of the 
action of the miners at Columbus 
or elsewhere. Many fear that great trouble 
will arise from this, as trade opens with the 
coal operators of this valley. There are about 
six thousand miners in this district, and should 
trouble come it will be worse than four years 


ago. 


The Columbus Convention. 

Columns, O., February 24.—The interstate 
convention of coal-miners met and resumed 
business this morning, and on application ad- 
mitted West Virginia to the deliberations of the 
body, with an equal voice with the other 
four States—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Penn- 
syivania. Quite a number of speeches, coun- 
seling harmony in the deliberations, were 
made, and action urged on the adop- 
tion of the Pittsburg scale of prices 
to be paid in the five States, 
for the year beginning May 1. The scale was 
amended soas to cut out Staunton, Mount 
Olive and Springfield, III., onthe ground that 
these were not represented and were not at 
the Pittsburg convention. The only formal 
opposition to the scale came from 
Grape Creek, III., and Brazil, Ind.

A MAYOR SQUELCHED, 


THE EAST Sr. LOUIS CITY COUNCIL “SITS 
UPON” MAYOR JOYCE. 


—— 


Three Long-Delayed Veto Messages Which 
Were Knocked Out in One Round—Killed 
by the Cars—East St. Louis News and Notes. 


The City Council met this morning. Mayor 
Joyce read his veto message, which has been 
ready for more than a month, and the three 
resolutions were passed over his head. It was 
generally expected that the Mayor wouldbe 
given an opportunity to read his veto, and 
great interest was manifested in regard 
to the Council’s probable action, a 
large number of citizens being assem- 
blend in the Council Chamber when 
the Council convened. The three resolutions 
which the Mayor vetoed were: One ap- 
proving Treasurer Launtz’ reports; one 
to burn all cancelled scrip; and, one 
ordering the City Treasurer not to pay over 
to the School Treasurer hereafter one-half 
ofthe dramshop license. Mayor Joyce first 
read his veto of the resolution approving the 
Treasurer’s report. For vetoing this resolu- 
tion the Mayor gave the following reasons 
be reporte show that the Treasurer has col- 
lected from July 1, 1885, to December 1, 
1885, the sum of $60,000, the whole 
of which he claims to have ex- 


pended, and yet N vouchers for 
the sum of , 000.“ en the Mayor had con- 
cluded the reading of this veto message, Alder- 
man Hill made a motion that the resolution 
be passed, notwithstanding the veto. The 
motion was seconded by Alderman Shea, 
and passed, Messrs. Hill, Shea, Stack, Sack- 
man, Ounningham and ines, the six mem- 
bers present, all voting in the affirmative, 
—8 Joyce looked considerably perplexed 
an sr when the vote was an- 
nounced, but proceeded immediately to 
read his veto of the resolution order- 
ing the burning ot canceled 
scrip. Thereasons which he gave for this 
veto were substantialy the same as for the 
veto ofthe resolution approving the Treas- 
urer’s reports. Alderman Hill moved that 
the veto be not sustained and the 
motion was seconded by Alderman Stack 
and carried. The Mayor then read his veto of 
the ordinance passed by the Council author- 
izing the Treasurer not to pay to the School 
Treasurer hereafter one-half of the dramshop 
license, but to use the money for city ex- 
penses. Forthis veto the following reasons 
were given: ‘‘The resolution attempts to legal- 
ize the illegal acts of the ity Treas- 
urer in having appropriated the license fund 
belonging to the schools. The charter 1 * 
that one-half of the dram- shop funds shall be 

aid to the School Treasurer, and the Supreme 
Court has — the charter, 
and therefore cannot be a party 
to a proceeding that might 
possibly make the city liable for a misappro- 
priation of funds. Moreover, he stated that 
the ordinance was illegal, would involve the 
city in useless litigation, and was an attempt 
to compound a great wrong. Alderman Hill 
made a motion thatthe ordinance be passed 
over the Mayor’s veto, which was seconded 
by Alderman Stack and carried. 

The members of the Ceuncil then attempted 
to rout the Mayor completely by introducing 
the two following resolutions: 

Resolved, That Treasurer Launtz be author- 
ized to engage counsel to defend himself in 
the suits brought against him on his bond by 
the School Treasurer, for failing to pay over to 
him one-half the dramshop license; and 

Resolved: That the City Attorney be in- 
structed to dismiss all suits brought against 
the Treasurer on his official bond. 

Both resolutions were carried. Alderman 
Haines then arose, and as a final attempt to 
squelch the Mayor entirely, introduced a reso- 
lution that B. H. Canby be appointed to take 
charge of and defend the city in the case of 
Charles W. Thomas vs. the City of East 
St. Louis, now pending in the Circuit 
Court. The resolution. was passed. Mr. 
Thomas is Mayor Joyce's private attorney and 
the motive of the Council in employing special 
counsel in the suit in which he is plaintiff was 
taken by all those present to be a declaration 
of war on the Mayor. The Council then 
proceeded to the discussion of matters of mi- 
nor importance, Mr. P. H. Stack was allowed 
a claim of $988 and Treasurer Launtz's reports 
were referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. The Couucil then adjourned until 


March 2.

A CLERICAL CONFERENCE. 


The Latest Incident in the Betts-Robertsog 
Controversy. 

When Rev. Geo. C. Betts in his letter td 
Bishop Robertson, published last week, res 
ferred to the ‘‘fourteen years of unbroken 
affection’’ that had existed detween 
himself and his ecclesiastical superior, it was 
thought by some of his friends that he hall in a 
slight degree ‘‘weakened’’ and was not main+ 
taining what they have been pleased to 


call his attitude of dignified opposition 
to those who might attempt to call him to ac: 
count for his actions and remarks in conse 
nection with the Jardine funeral. But an 
incident has come to light which shows that 
the strained nature of the relations between 
Rector and Bishop still exists. It 
relates to what transpired at a conference be- 
tween Bishop Robertson and Mr. Betts last 
Saturday evening. A note having been sent 
to the Bishop by Mr. Betts requesting 
dismissory letters to the Bishop of the Ken- 
* diocese, Bishop Robertson summoned 
Mr. Betts for a personal talk on the subject. 

It is said that the attention of Trinity’s 
rector was again called to the sentence, 
‘*priestly bands are steeped in Jardine’s 
lood,’’ and he was given to 
understand that the anting of 
the dimissory letters was contingent entirely 
upon a complete retraction of any animadver- 
sion contained in the sentence uoted, 
Indeed, it is stated that the “Bishop 
went 80 far as to intimate that 
the retraction would be considered a 
sine qua non to the issuance of the letters 
of dismissal. Mr. Betts is under- 
stood to have been determined in refusing to 
sign any retraction and in holding his 
ground.

MEXICO BILL. 


A Character Well Known in St. Louis Turns 
Up in Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 21.—People 
that hang around the lobby of Willard’s Hotel 
have been very much interested of late ina 
cardwriter who has taken up his stand near 
the door and who grinds out cards in neat 
Spencerian style at regular market rates. 
He is known as ‘‘the Mysterious Penman’’ 
whose identity it is said no man has been able 
tofathom. He is also known as ‘‘the re- 
formed cowboy, a title which has a peculiar 
fascination for Eastem ears. The Mysterious 
Penman is a fine-looking speciman of man- 
hood, huge frame well filled out, rosy cheeks, 
smooth face and close-cut curling hair. The

It was about the time 
that the Wild West fever was pre- 
alent and the sight of the long hair, 
the white sombrero and the blue shirt was 
pretty sure to draw acrowd almost any after- 
noon. While Mexico Bill was in St. Louis, 
Cortina’s Wild West show became stranded 
there. One day the members of the show 
went over to Belleville to make a little pocket 
money. Mexico Bill joined them, and with 
his accustomed versatility took part in the 
performance, dividing the proceeds with the 
rest,receiving some $8 or $10. On the way back 
Bill was discoursing to his companions on the 
luscious double porterhouse with which he 
was going to regale himself. Late that night 
his companions found him eating weiner-wurst 
in a Dutch saloon. After the fashion of his 
kind, he had been over to East St. Louis, and 
the tiger had swallowed his earuings in about 
two gulps. 

Last summer was not the first occasion of 
Mexico Bill’s visiting St. Louis. He became 
well known to most of the men about towntwo 
years ago, when he was traveling around 
with alittle bag, writing cards on the end of 
bars, etc. He became gery | well-known 
from an experience he had with John Me- 
Govern, in a saloon, one night. Big as he is, 
Mexico Bill was pounded almost to a jelly by

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SAVING MILLIONS. 


A MACHINE THAT WILL REVOLUTIONIZE 
THE COTTON INTEREST OF THE SOUTH. 


An Inventor Exhibits a Cotton Harvester to 
the Members of the New York Cottem Ex- 
change — Practical Illustration of the Ma- 
chine’s Operations — Millions of Dollars to 
Be Saved to the Planters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Yorg, February 24.— It that machine 
works, I’ll sell the entire cotton crop short, 
shouted a cotton broker yesterday afternoon 
in the Cotton Exchange. The machine re- 
ferred to was a cotton harvester which, if 
all what is claimed for it proves true, will rev- 
olutionize the South and take a place among 
the greatest inventions of the age. The har- 
vester was on exhibition yesterday. The 
Chamber of Commerce had heard of the in- 
vention and wanted the evidence of the prac- 
tical working to prove that such a thing ex- 
isted as amachine that would take the place 
of human fingers in picking cotton. So J. D. 
Cumming, R. H. Rountree, Felix Warley and 
H. Allen were named as a committee of inves- 
tigation and the floor ofthe board room was 
converted into an imitation cotton field. 
Arow of cotton plants, ready for picking, 
stretched half way across the floor and a large 
machine, not unlike a McCormick reaper, was 
drawn by several men over the plants. 
Strange looking fingers of wood grasped the 
plants and took the cotton from them. The 
experiment was pronounced a success by the 
200 gentlemen who witnessed it, and would 
have been more so were it not that the har- 
vester could not be readily handled on the 
polished floor of the exchange. The impor- 
tance of the invention, if it finally proves its 
utility for practical work in tne field, can 
scarcely be under estimated. Owen T. Bugg, 
the inventor and president of the com- 
pany which is introducing the har- 
vesters, explained the situation to the 


brokers. The cotton crop for the season of 
1880 to 1885 was 5,774,665 bales. It takes about 
10 to harvest a bale of cotton from the field. 
aking this as a basis of calculation the enor- 


mous sum of

is expended annually for harvesti the cot- 
ton crop of the Southern States. hen the 
machine comes into general use it is believed 
that the same work can be done for 51 pee 
bale, thereby effecting an annual saving of at 
least $50,000,000. 

„It may be said,’’ remarked Mr. Bugg in his 
speech, u we do not succeed, that we will 
destroy the cotton bloom, if we do not break 
the plant. TothisI would say that we claim 
that our machine will not destroy them any 
more than at present, where the cot- 
ton is packed by hand, but assuming 
that it Will do so, this difficulty can be over- 
come by not putting the machine in the field 
until the time arrives, when the bloomson the 

lants would not have time to 2 cotton 
Petore they would be killed frost. The 
labor that is necessary to cultivate a cotton 
crop can easily gather the first cotton as it 
opens and when the time arrives that they can 
not do 80, then the blooms on the plants 
could not produce cotton, 80 no * 
would be done to knock them off. Then is the 
time for the planter to put his machine at 
work and a single machine will do the work of 
forty or fifty hands. You can readily see that 
it would require buta short time to have the 
crop in the gin, saving it from being 
weather-beaten and stained, thereby enabling 
the planter to realize a better price than he 
otherwise would do. You must also remem- 
ber that a very large portion of the cotton 
crop is gathered after the frost has fallen. So 
if the machine can only be used 
after a frost I think you will agree 
with me it is one of the greatest 
commercial successes ot the age. This is our 
picking stem and, as you see, it -will not 
scratch the limbs or bolls, but the moment it 
comes in contact with the cotton the lint will 
be wound around it and withdrawn from 
among the plants, as you will see in the 
machine. Another question may present it- 
self to you and that is how can we gather the 
cotton without trash? To this I 
would say that the machine will not 
gather any more trash than the average hand 
would do. Suppose it does gather more or less 
trash with the cotton, it is a fact so well known 
that it is hardly necéssary to refer to it, that 
with the improved cleaners now in almost 
general use, all trash and dirt can be removed 
with very little trouble. The machine is drawn 
very easily by two horses, and is about half 
the weight of a grain harvester. 

IT REQUIRES ONLY TWO HANDS 
to operate it—one to drive, and the other to 
attend to replacing the sacks. The cost to 
build these machines is less than that of a 
grain harvester, and its money-earning ca- 
pacity is twenty times greater. 

The operation of the machine is as follows: 
Four endiess belts are arranged in a frame, 
supported upon two wheels, which furnish 
the power to drive the mechanism. These 
belts move horizontally and carry rotary 
— stems, which are placed perpendicu- 
arly to the face of the belt and journalled 
thereon. Two ofthese belts are mounted on 
each side ofthe machine and are driven so 
as to carry the picker stems rearward, in time 
with the forward movement of the machine, 
oes the cotton row. The row of 
plants asses between the belts, 
which y their movement carry 
the picker stem into the plant and tothe 
rear. At the same time the picker stems are 
rotated and wind the cotton upon themselves. 
After being filled with cotton they are with- 
drawn from the piant by the movement of the 
belt and pass into a receiving compartment, 
where the direction of the rotation of the 
picker stem is rapidly reversed and cotton is 
unwound and we upon acarrier belt which, 
in time, delivers it upon the elevator by which 
it is deposited in a bag at the rear machine. 
The picker stems are cylinder shape and 
are made of hard wood, having pointed 
brass pins inserted at certain distances from 
each other and inclined to the surface. These 

ins are suitablv protected so as to avoid in- 
ury to the unripe cotton and stalks. 

The machine is fitted with a tongue and is 
drawn by two horses, one on each side of 
the row. Adistisplaced ontop of the ma- 
chine for the driver, from which position he 
can see the operation of the moving parts and 
he can stop or start instantly by suitable levers 
within easyreach. The weight of the machine 
complete is little over 900 pounds.’’
